If he were to move from Rich-
mood to Burkesville the distance is fifty-
three miles, and Grant at Petersburg has
a straight and shorter road to Lee’s live
of retreat than Lee has on the railroad.—
So that, as we know Grant started in-
stantly in pursuit, we may doubt whether
Lee will reach the Junction first. The
chance that he cannot protect the Dan-
vill road as far as Burkesville 1s at least
an even onc, and if he does not, there is
no chance of his escape.

It must be remembered further that
the plans and combinations of Gen. Grant
contemplated precisely the event that has
now occurred—the defeat of Lee, aud his
retreat in haste from Petersburgand Rich-
moud. It was not meant that in such a
contingency he should be permitted to
escape. Probably Gen. Grant has acceler-
ated the opening of this campaign from
information that Lee meditated an evacua-
tion, and because Grant did not intend
his enemy should sneak away without
a fight, he fell upon him without waiting
one moment for the maturing of Sher-
man’s campaign in North Carolina. Thre-
fore it cannot be presumed he will con-
sent that any considerable portion of the
Rebel army ehall escape his grasp, or that
Lee shall ever again be able to rally and
rcorganize the forees which have hitherto
been the garrison and bulwark of Rich-
mond. We donot hear this morning
from Gen. Grant—but that is moving too
rapidly, and has uo time or means, to
telegraph.

Moreover, when Gen. Sheridan turned
east on the White Oak Road on Saturday,
and came in upon the enemy’s flank with

not one single

fate of the great battle on Sanday, we do
not kuow that he brought the whole of
his cavalay with him. It does not appear
that eavalry were largely engaged iu those
actions, and it is at least a plausible con-
jecture that a force was detached at that

Hon. E. M. STANTON, Sec. of War:
Sir—The first question propounded in your
letter of the 20th inst., is, whether the 23d
section of the act of March 3d, 1865, “‘super-
sedes” the 4th section of the Act of Februa-
ry 24th, 1864.
The 4th section of the act of February 24,
1864, enables any person, before a drz}ﬁ to
farnish an acceptable substitute who is not
liable to draft, nor, at the time, 1n the mili-
tary or naval service of the United States,
and provides that the person so furnishing
such substitute “shall be exempt from drafl
during the time for which said substitute
shall not be liable to draf?, not exceeding
the time for which such substitule shall have
been accepted.”
Under this enactment, any person enroll-
ed, and liable to draft, may oblain exemp-
tion from the draft during the whole period
for which he shall procure a substitute to be
enlisted, provided the substitute shall be so
long not liable to draft. It is nota mere
credit for a partiedlar draft which such per-
son obtains by furnishing a substitute betore
the anticipated draft, but it is an absolute
exemption which he acquires from liability
to be drawn at any and every draft which
may oceur during the entire time for which
hie substitute has been accepted by the Gov-
ernment provided the substitute be so long
not liable to draft. 1f] for example, hissub-

stitute is accepted as a three years’ volun-
teer, and remains so long not liable to draft,

OPINION.
Attorney General's Office,

1864, just referred to, is insured against the
risk of being drafted for the whole period for
which his substitute enlisted, no matter how
many drafts may occur between the enlist-
ment of the substitute and the expiration
of his term of service. But the Government
under this provision, is to be at no expense
in consequence of the authorized substilution

ting thisnew policy, Congress, however, had
not taken away the right of the enrolled per-
son before the draft, to furnish a substitute,
with the qualification before stated, and thus
secure his exemption from draft during the
time for which his substitute shall have been
accepted.  He still has it in his power to
exercise that right in preference tothe right
conferred by the 234 section of the act of 3¢
March 1865, of obtaining a recruit previous
to each draft, as it may occur, and securing
thereby a credit in the event, on any occa-
sion_of his being drafted.

I am of opinion, therefore, that the 23d
section of the act of March 3d, 1865, does not
supersede the 4th section of the act of Feb-
ruary 24, 1864.

The second question which you have re-
ferred tome, is, whether the recruits, which
are “to be taken as substitutes™ are to be
considered and borne upon the muster rolls
and records of the office of the Provost Mar-
shal General, as other volunteer recruits
which are obtained at the expense of the U.
nited States, or as substituies which are fur--
nished at the cost of the principals.

[ am of opinion that “recruits™ whom per-
sons enroled in any sub-disirict may “caure
to be mustered into the service of the United
States,” in pursuance of the 23d section of
the act of 3d March, 1865, are to be conaid-
ered and treated as other volunteers whoare
obtained at the expense of the United States,
It will be obgerved, from this analysis of the
law contained in the forgoing remarks that
the idea involved in the law of 1864 is sud-
stitution, while the idea of the law of 1865,
is erediting. The section of the act of 1865
under consideration does not speak of the re-
eruits in question as “sabstitutes,” but de-
clares that they “shall be tuken as substi-
tutes," for the persons who cause them to be
mustered in. They are not substitutes but
only of the nature of substitutes. Their pri-
mary and essentiul character, under the law,
is that of credits for their proeurersor prinei-
pals; and this description is the first descrip-
tion given of them in the section in question,
for alter saving “whick recruils shall stand
to the credit of the persons thus causing
them to be mustered in” the section proceeds
vand shall be laken as substitules for suck
persons, or so many of them as may be draf-
ted, to the extent of the nwmber of su k re-
crutts.”

_Chiefly, T =uppose, the design of the pro-
vision of the act of 1865, under consideration
was to offer inducement and present a stim-
ulus to numbers or ussociations of individuals
in any sub-district, before the liability
of any of them became fixed by a draft to
obtain volunteer recruits for the army. Con.
gress in this law, oflers such associations a
pemium to use their exertions to fill up the
armies, It says to the residents of the mul-
titudinous counties, townships, wards and
precinets throughout the country, “oganize
yourself into recruiting societies; induce
volunteers to enlist into the service belore
the druft; pay them such amounts of hounty
as you may be able to raiee by your contri-
butions to the recruiting funds of your sever-
al districts; and when they have been en-
Issted into the service, the volunteers you

may have raised will stand to the credit of]

as many of you as may happen to be drafled
to the extent of the number of recruits, ‘in
the order designated,’ and the time the re-
cruits are mustered in.”

Such is the declaration and promise of the
new law, Its policy is to encourage recruit-
ing, not the procuration of substitutes; to in-
duce the people to organize associations for
the advancement of volunteering, rather than
the purchase of substitutes.
